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Thousands of people were made 
sad on the evening of Thanksgiving 
day bv r >e news of the neath of I>r 
John Embry, who passed away at 
G;30 p. rn., en Thursday, Nov. 2 a t 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Ward 
in this city. 
The doctor had been ill 
one week of pneumonia, and from the 
first attack the disease gained such 
headway that there was never much 
hope of his recovery. 
The funeral services were held at 
the Methodist church on Friday af­ 
ternoon at 2 o’clock, and attended 
by one of the largest crowds ever 
assembled in the church. 
As the 
last rites were performed hundreds 
of the friends of deceased mingled 
their tears in sadness, for no citizen 
of (his county was > ver more univer­ 
sally loved than was Dr. John. 
Pas­ 
tor Slagle of the Methodist church, 
Pastor Bell of the Baptist church, 
President Ward of the Baptist col­ 
lege, and Presiding Elder Shawver 
all took part in the services and each 
paid a deserved tribute 
the noble 
life and character of this “friend of 
humanity." 
The remains were laid 
to rest in the city cemetery beneath 
a great mound of bowers— beautiful 
flowers, so loved bv Dr. Embry dur­ 
ing his lifetime, and so typical of his 
loving nature. 
The pall-bearers were: 
Messrs. 
Walter Man, W. A. Hughes, S. 
V. 
Dillard, W. M. Hughes, Gluts. Myers 
and Dav e Hoy I, 
Dr. John A. Embry was born in 
Calhoun county, Miss., on Oct. 2 4, 
184 8. 
He moved to Decatur on Feb. 
5, 1871, and has resided here most 
of the time since 
For several years 
ie taught school in this community, 
it one time conducting a school in 
a building which was located on tile 
vpot where tile Methodist church now 
stands. 
Many of the older residents 
of this section attended this school. 
in ISSI Dr. Embry graduated from 
a medical college in St. Louis, enter­ 
ing the practice of medicine and sur­ 
gery in Decatur with his brother, Dr. 
Jim Embry 
Since that time he has 
constantly practiced his profession 
here, liking associated with different 
splendid physicians during the time. 
At the time of his. death he was a 
member of the firm of Dis. Embry, 
Fullingim 
& 
Rogers. 
Dr. Embry 
was 
ne.ver 
married. 
His 
closest 
friends knew something of a romance 
of his young-manhood, but when 
death called his loved one away, the 
doctor ever remained true to her love 
and memory. 
During the last years 
of is father and mother. Dr. John 
cared for them tenderly until they 
were both called to their reward. 
Dr. Embry was dean of the medi­ 
cal profession in Wise county, and for 
many years was president of the Wise 
County Medical society. 
As a physi­ 
cian, he was recognized by those of 
the profession as a man of rare judg­ 
ment and profound knowledge, and 
for many years he has repeatedly 
been called into consultation by the 
physicians of this section in cases 
which were difficult to master. 
For 
forty years he has attended the sick 
and afflicted of this county and his 
ministrations have blessed thousands 
of homes. 
He counted it a privilege 
to relieve suffering, and he answered 
the call of distress from the rich and 
poor alike, never stopping to consid­ 
er whether he would be paid for his 
visits. 
The nights were never too 
dark or cold but that he would an­ 
swer the call for hvdp from the poor 
widow, and in many, many instances 
his only reward was that of the 
great pleasure he derived from a ser­ 
vice to suffering humanity, for he 
seemed to take a special delight in 
attending 
those 
unfortunates who 
were unable to pay for medical aid. 
During his long practice and .his close 
and intimate touch witli the homes 
of this county, no physician ever held 
greater confidence and esteem from 
those he served, nor was any man 


Drillers Fishing for Lost 
After Cable Breaks 


The accident at the Keystone well 
last week has delaved work, and as 
Messenger goes to press an effort is 
being made to remove the drill which 
dropped several hundred feet when 
the cable parted. 
It is the opinion 
of the drillers, Messrs. Thomas and 
Hart, and Manager Dave Milton and 
Jess Milton that the obstruction will 
be removed and drilling resumed in 
a few days, but the work of clearing 
rite hole is a particular job and it 
may be several dayt before the drill 
is going down to the “liquid gold.’* 
pecial tools were made in a machina 
shop in Fort Worth and these are be­ 
ing used today. 
This is one of the 
most serious accidents the “jinx" has 
mi over on the Keystone, hut the 
gentlemen who are familiar with the 
work are confident the lost tools wilt 
he recovered. 
When the drill broke 
from the cable it was within a few 
hundred feet of the top of the hole, 
and vvas being drawn out so the bail- 
•r could be sent down. 
Driller Leon 
Thomas was in charge of the drilling 
at the time. The Milton brothers, ex­ 
perienced oil men, knowing the game 
from a to z, say the obstruction will 
be removed. An impression was tak­ 
en in the hole, and it shows two lugs 
are on the drill stem, and these will 
have to be removed before the drill 
•an be caught and brought out. 
The fact that a good hole will he 
hit when the drill leaches the depth 
of the hole which was 
abandoned 
tyhen the casing became jimmed as 
it was being set on the cap rock, this 
accident is doubly regretted. Every­ 
thing indicated that the well would 
be brought in by the middle of the 
week. 
Inside information says the 
sand hit in the first hole, was 
the 
heaviest ever encountered in Nortn 
Texas. 
Geologists who saw the sand 
and made minute examination of the 
well’s log unhesitatingly stated 
the 
Keystone would bf the biggest sen­ 
sation in oildom. 
It has been pre­ 
dicted by geologists 
the 
Keystone 
sand will be from 7 5 feet to 150 feet 
in depth, and carrying not 
only 
a 
heavy quantity of oil, but the gravity 
will run high. 
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Sa^ in the Bank 
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more universally loved than Dr. John. 
As a citizen, Dr. Embry vvas the 
most popular 
man 
ever known in 
Wise county, and no word of criti­ 
cism was ever heard against him. 
He had more good friends.than tiny- 
one, for to know him was to love him 
It was his great delight to meet and 
greet these friends every day. 
His 
cheering smile and glad handshake 
spread sunshine wherever he went, 
and the high and lowly alike came in 
for his kindly greeting and words of 
fellowship. 
His whole lire was one 
of service to mankind and no thought 
of selfishness entered his mind. 
As 
lie went about doing good and reliev­ 
ing the distress of those in need, he 
also did a lasting work in assisting 
young men through school and en­ 
couraging them in the beginning of 
their professional careers. 
Dr. John 
was also a great lover of children, 
and not a youngster in town or coun­ 
try but knew f^nd loved this good 
doctor. 
In cultivating the love and 
friendship of the children he has left 
an impress upon their young lives 
which will last as long as time and 
cause his splendid character 
to b^ 
emulated by generations yet unborn. 
Such service, 
such 
self-sacriflee, 
such a character, such a great-heart­ 
ed man will he sadly missed by every­ 
one. 
Yet his memory will live on 
and on, and his works will live after 
him as a noble example of trite man­ 
hood and citizenship. 
It was fitting thft such a life be 
rounded out by the dying statement: 
“ All is well!” 
He went to face his 
Maker with a clean record and to 
reap the reward of a w'ell-spent life 
and to enjoy the blessings prepared 
for those who lay up their treasures 
in heaven.

Work for Thousands 
of Men Now Idle 


Four and a half million dollars of 
the $75,000,000, recently appropriat­ 
ed by congress for the purpose, 
is 
availavble immediately for highway 
construction in Texas, according to a 
statem ent issued 
from the 
United 
States Bureau of Public Roads. The 
congressional appropriation 
in ten d ­ 
ed to furbish work for unemployed 
will provide work for approximately 
5,000 more men in 
Texas. 
While 
$4,500,000 is Texas’ share of the fed­ 
eral government appropriation, 
the 
total am ount 
available 
for 
road 
building really will be in the neigh­ 
borhood of $9,000,000, as the state 
must appropriate and spend as much 
as the federal government 
in 
tho 
highway building. 
This will enable 
the state to undertake 
immediately 
many new road building projects in 
addition to those already under way. 
The state and various 
counties 
in 
which highways will be built, must 
match the government appropriation 
with equal am ounts and the 
total 
available should be around $9,000,- 
000. 
According 
to 
Engineer 
Fuller, 
3,2 76 miles of highway 
are 
under 
construction in Texas, 
and 
many 
counties, he declared,, already have 
funds available for the building of 
roads and are only waiting for the 
government to provide 
the 50 per 
cent share. 
People all over Texas are rapidly 
awakening to the benefits of good 
roads and no longer are showing re­ 
luctance in voting bonds 
for 
such 
purpose, the 
government 
engineer 
said. 
An instance of the changed a t­ 
titude is the building several months 
ago of a five-mile stretch of paved 
road in a northwestern Texas county. 
People came from fifty miles around 
to see the new road, and they spent 
hours in riding up and 
down 
the 
short stretch of pavement, and they 
were so impressed with the road that 
a month ago they voted a $700,000 
road bond issue by a lo to I m ajori­ 
ty. 
Other counties are building them, 
why not Wise county? 
Why not a 
million and a hall' dollar bond issue 
for Wise county, and 
build 
good 
roads all over tile county? The gov­ 
ernment of the United States stands 
ready to assist if we will assist c u r­ 
se! \ es.
